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Strange lights, 
noises reported 

Was it just coincidence or did a number of 
Yazooans’ imaginations work overtime, perhaps 
stimulated by what some say is "mass hysteria" over 
recent reports of UFO sightings? One thing is certain: 
the reports of the strange happenings Tuesday night 
fascinated thousands of Yazooans and many could 
talk of little else Wednesday. 


No one here reported 
1 seeing any wrinkled red¬ 
skinned beings as two 
Pascagoula fishermen 
recently did. (Supposedly 
they were taken aboard a 
* blue-lit spacecraft, 
examined but let go 
unharmed.) 

Nevertheless there were 
some Sightings of moving and 
hovering lights and which 
changed colors, a “whirring", 
"humming" or "whooshing" 
noise which varied in intensity 
and apparently came, went and 
came again. 

Probably the most Interesting 
happening of all was a massive 
power failure at Mississippi 
Chemical Corporation's huge 
nitrogen fertilizer plant. At 
11:17 p.m. Tuesday MCC's 
entire production complex was 
shut down. 

Why or how no one can say 
except to report that a big 
ceramic insulator at the plant’s 
number two electric substation 
shattered. 

Actually, the device is a 
lightning arrestor and is 
designed to ground any bolt of 


lightning without damaging 
the equipment. Although it's 
rare, it’s not unheard uf thtg 
these insulators shatter and 
cause electrical outage. 

Just after the power failure 
MCC plant workers had to 
contend with a gas vent fire in 
its large ammonia plant sup¬ 
posedly set off by an ac¬ 
cumulating static electricity. 

A guard at MCC, who asked 
not to be identified, was in¬ 
terviewed Wednesday morning 
on WJNS and told of the in¬ 
cident. 

Just after the fire he reported 
seeing two bright white lights 
streaking rapidly in opposite 
directions from behind the 
ammonia plant, he told an¬ 
nouncer Wally Adams. 

However, it was reported 
that static electricity, which 
was the probable cause of the 
fire could produce “shooting 
fire balls" under certain con¬ 
ditions. 

Tom Parry, president of MCC 
issued a statement to the new: 
media Wednesday mornini 
acknowledging the powe 
failure and the shut down. H 
said such outages have hap 


pened before. He said any Mr. Harris said he and his

This newspaper Wednesday 
talked to several persons who 
had heard noises late Tuesday 
night. One who did not mind 
being identified was Jonn 
Harris, manager of radio 
station WAZK. 

Mr. Harris and his wife first 
saw a peculiar bluish light out 
the window of their home on 
T8th street at about 10:30 pmi. 

At first they thought it was an 
airplane, then realized it was 
not. They went outside and saw 
the blue light hovering about 75 
feet above ground of the cotton 
field just west of their home. 

Mr. Harris said he watched 
the "big blue light...it was 
larger than a light on an air¬ 
plane...! could sec no shape. 
Even with binoculars he could 
not sec an outline, it was just too 
far..." 


The night operator of the 
city police department, Fearon 
Jcnne, noted in his log that a -/ 
person called and told of seeing . 
a strange light while driving j 
betiken Canton and Benton 
about 1 a.m. 

Another call came from a 
resident of the Yazoo Motel to 
report to the police of hearing a 
loud continuous noise that 
gradually faded away. 

Chief of Police Odis Wilkinson 
said w hat hundreds of Yazooans 
saw early Wednesday afternoon 
was "definitely a weather • 
balloon." It was confirmed by 
the US Weather Bureau in 
Jackson who were contacted by 
the Yazoo Ci vil Defe r.'? 
department, said the Chief. 

Scores of Yazooans 
telephoned this newspaper, both 
radio stations, the sheriff and 
police departments as well as 
Civil Defense headquarters 
about seeing the white disk- :

WEST POINT— A Clay County man says 
he had a brief encounter with a UFO 
Monday night on the Cedar Bluff Road near 
Henryville. 

The young man, who has requested that 
his name be withheld to protect his privacy, 
told the TIMES LEADER the "craft” he 
saw on the road was ciiptical in shape and 
had blue and orange lights. 

'They weren't blinding lights. They 
weren't very bright,” he said. 

He reports the vehicle was "as big os a car 
or bigger” and "looked like it was made of 
metal." 

The man, a respected Clay County 
businessman who is believed to be a credible 
source, was a bit reluctant to relate his 
experience to the press, but conceded when 
assured anonymity. 

The reported sighting occurred when the 
man was driving home on theCedar Bluff 
Road. He first saw lights in the road ahead, 
but only when he got closerdid he realize the 
vehicle was something he'd “never seen 
before". 

Hesaystheeliptical craft was standing on 
"legs" about four to six feet in height. 
Although he noticed no windows in the craft, 
he estimates the blue and orange lights 
numbered six to eight. 

In order to avoid the unidentified vehicle, 
he swerved into the ditch, then proceeded 
back onto the road home. 

Asked if he was frightened, the observer 
answered, "No, not really. But it didn't do 
me any good." He further said that he saw 
no form of life in or around t he craft. 

Although there were no passengers in hts 
truck to later verify his story, he did report 
that another pick-up truck driver was ahead 
of him on the rural road and also had to 
"take the ditch” to avoid the craft. 

However, the second observer is repor¬ 
tedly unwilling toadmit publicly that he saw 
anything unusual. 

,On Tuesday, the day after the sighting, a 
number of persons in the western part of the 
county heard of their neighbor’s unusual 
experience and drove to the spot where the 
vehicle was to have been “parked". 

The party who first notified the TIMES 
LEADER of the Monday night sighting said 
she noticed that grass in the ditches on both 
sides of the road was "burned and smelled 
like oil". 

The observer himself verified the grass 
was burned and added he saw marks in the 
ditches “that looked like two round pads had 
been in the dirt." 

When asked if photographs could be made 
of any remaining “evidence", the observer 
said, "A lot of people have been down there 
today, and everything has been walked 
over.!' 

The. Clay County man's story sounded 
quite believable, particulary due to his 
reluctance to have any publicity about his 
experience. 

His report, coupled with'lhc recent rash of „ „ 
other UFO-reports throughout, the state,. 
aroused this reporter's curiosity enough to ' 
attend the the lecture by a noted UFO expert 
Tuesday night at Mississippi State 
University. 

Stanton T. Friedman, nuclear physicist, 


delivered his "Flying Saucers Arc Real" 
lecture to an overflow audience in Lee Hall 
Auditorium on the MSU campus. 

With hundreds of persons silting in the • 
aisles and on the stage and standing in the 
projection room, Friedman unleashed a 
wealth of scientific data, backed up by slides 
of UFO's and drawings of "humanoid" 
creatures as described by persons who 
reported encounters with them. 

Friedman, the only space scientist in the 
nation who is devoting his full time to tho ' 
study of UFO's, said. "We're being visited. 
Some of these UFO's aro somebody's 
spacecraft.” 

The speaker classifies UFO's into three % 
categories: ( 1 ) sightings by reliable ob- f 
servers which can later by identified 
(identifiable flying objects); ( 2 ) sightings in 
which there is insufficient data to determine, 
whether or not the object can be explained; 
and (3) reports by competent observers who 
sec objects on or above the ground which. 

. remain unidentifiable after sufficient data, 
has undergone rigorous scientific study. v > 
“Most of the true UFO's sighted have been 
described as round, metallic, disc-shaped 
objects. You know--the typical flying 
saucer," Friedman told his audience! 

The speaker pointed out that crafts'which . 
look like flying saucers could be, 
manufactured by a number of American'’' 
companies. 

However, "The way they move, the way'; 
they behave, make them unique,” Fried*, 
man said. The unidentified vehicles move 
hundreds of miles per hour without ac-. 
celcration or deceleration. Instant starts 
and stops and movement in any direction 
are characteristic of true UFO's. 

Actually, Friedman prefers to call the- 
unidentified objects EEM's or Earth Ex¬ 
cursion Modules, bccuase he believes the' 
vehicles arc used by creatures from planets 
in other solar systems to study the Earth. 

Following his full, scientific explanation 
of UFO’s and creatures piloting the crafty 
Friedman gave various reasons for public 
ridicule of persons who report sightings and 
reasons for the observers' reluctance to 
report sightings to authorities. 

The renowned authority says “ignorance 
of facts” is the prime reason for the public’s-' 
skepticism of UFO's. 

The “laughter curtain”, said the speaker, 
cuts down communication between ob¬ 
servers and those who have never seen a 
UFO. The fear of ridicule leads many to, 
decide not to report their observations. 

Another factor .involved in the public's • 
reluctance to believe in the existence of 
UFO’s is ego. Friedman says people on 
Earth are unwilling to believe more in¬ 
telligent life might exist within the universe. 

Friedman concludes there has been an 
unreasonable failure on the part of tho 
government and private scientists to use our 
technological knowledge to study UFO's. 

Several limes throughout his presen¬ 
tation, the speaker referred ;o the recent- 
sightings in Mississippi,, particularly ..the 
iqcicftjnt involving t\yo Pascagoula men who 
Say they were taken'’Into" .a" .craft l>y 
three creatures! 

Friedman said their story appears to bo 
credible and that he believes their ex¬ 
perience could result in new data on EEM's. 
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(EDITOR'S NOTE: A week ago 
Charles E. Hickson, 45, and Calvin R. 
Parker Jr.. 19, local shipyard workers, 
told authorities three space creatures 
took them aboard a saucer like space¬ 
craft. On Thursday the two men gave the 
Mississippi Press ihe first extensive 
Interview since the Pascagoula River 
Incident. In Hickson's living room in 
Gautier, the men gave their story to Mis¬ 
sissippi Press editor Gary Holland. Here 
is tlieir account, given primarily by Hick¬ 
son with Parker consenting to the 
account.)

We were fishing last Thursday night 
behind the old Shaupeter Shipyard build¬ 
ing on the Pascagoula River. 1 turned to 
get some more bait when I heard a zipping 
sound. 

I turned around and saw a spacecraft

with bright, flashing, blue-looking lights. 
It just hovered without touching the 
ground. 

It seemed to open up, but there really 
wasn't a door there at all. These three 
creatures came floating out toward us. 

I was so scared that 1 couldn't believe 
it was happening. 

The creatures were pale, ghost-like, 
about five feet high. They were sort of 
light flesh-colored, or more pale gray, 
with crab-like claws for hands and 
rounded feet. 

The creatures were on us before we 
knew it. Two of them seemed to lift me 
off the ground, and 1 became motionless 
and glided into the craft. (Parker said he 
. passed out as he was carried into the 
craft.) 

After I got inside-1 had no feelings. I 
was helpless, but I could still move my 
eyes. 

It was real bright inside, but no par¬ 
ticular color. There were no light fixtures 



but it was plenty bright. 

Something big and round that looked 
like a big eye moved back and forth across 
my body. The two creatures moved me 
around so that Ihe eye could check me 
in various positions. I just kind of floated 
without touching anything. I didn't see • 
any attachment for the eyp. It was just 
kind of suspended in air.

The two things left me for a while, 
maybe half a minute, and I was in there 
just motionless. All I could do was move 
my eyes. 

I never felt any pain. They didn't hurt 
us at all. 

Later they carried me back outside and 
I floated dow n on my feet. I was so weak- 
kneed I think I fell over. The creatures

didn’t walk at all. Their legs stayed 
together and they floated. 

After I have thought more about it, I 
believe they were more like robots. They 
acted like they had a specific thing to do, 
j and they did it. They didn't try to com- 
■ municate with us. 

I heard one of them make a buzzing 
sound. It might have been in contact with 
i something somewhere else. I didn't see

the opening in the front of the face move. 

• I didn't see anything that looked like 
eyes. There was someting pointing out 
like a nose and then an opening under this, 
but no eyes.

| It came upon us in a split second and 
it left with a zip. It was gone in a half 
second. 

They were on us so quick we couldn't 


do anything. I doubt if we could have 
resisted them if we had tried to. I'm sure 
they are far more advanced than we are. 

I know now that they didn't intend to 
hurt us physically. But I feared they were 
going to lake us away. 

I would like to emphasize that they don't 
mean us any harm. 

I honestly believe other people will go 
through similar experiences I thtnk these 
creatures will continue to probe this 
earth We haven't seen the last of it. 

I have always said there almost had to 
be some life elsew here. Now I am a firm 
believer. 

Our lives will never be the same, but 
I felt we owed it to the people to tell 
what we saw. I don't beiteve I could live 
with it by myself. I believe we have done 
what is right.

“It's quite a mystery to me," 
said a state pollution control of¬ 
ficial today as his workers tried 
to analyze a strange trans¬ 
parent material that fell in fila¬ 
ments over Mississippi Thurs- 
| day afternoon. 

Jerry Stubberfield, air divi¬ 
sion chief for the Air and Water 
Pollution Control Commission, 
said he expected an analysis of 
the thread-like substance late 
this afternoon or early Saturday 
morning. 

What UFO buffs describe as 
; the first tangible evidence of 
unusual air activity over the 
j state puzzled authorities just as 
they were beginning to knock 
down some of the bizarre tales. 

The silky material floated 
from the sky over Jackson and 
Central Mississippi and in North 
,Louisiana. 

“I’ve got no explanation for it 
at all.” said a National Weather 
Service spokesman today. 

A Federal Aviation Adminis¬ 
tration spokesman discounted 
today the possibility the clear 
material was chaff dropped by 
planes to chart wind currents or 
jam radar. 

The spokesman said military 
planes often use a tin foil-like 
material for such purposes, 
"but it would take a helluva lot 
of planes to drop stuff” over the 
areas reported receiving the 
fallout. 

Dr. Joseph Bruening, a UnU' 
versify of Mississippi sociologist 
and UFO scholar, said such 
clear threads are often seen af¬ 
ter extensive UFO sightings. 

“The material usually dis¬ 
appears, just fades within 30 to 
45 minutes after it lands.” said 
Dr. Bruening. The sociologist 
speculates "angel hair” could 
be propulsion exhaust from 
spacecraft. 

And Forest City Clerk Bobbie 
Rester said all of the material 
was gone from utility lines and 
cars where it had fallen from 
about 1:30 until 2:30 p.m. 
Thursday. 

But Stubberfield said samples 
picked up in Forest, where re¬ 
ports of the material were first 
received, had not dis¬ 
integrated, but remained in the 
envelopes they were placed in.

The UFO spotting scramble 
apparently ended for Jackson 
city police as calls from excited 
citizens plummeted from over 
100 Wednesday evening to none 
last night. 


A police spokesman said the 
admission from a Gulfport taxi 
driver that he was lying about a 
strange encounter with a oflsh- 
rolored being probably account¬ 
ed for hie sharp drop in calls. 

The cab driver made up the 
tale earlier this week alter a 
practical joke within his taxi 
firm backfired, reported Gulf¬ 
port Police Chief Craig Monroe 
at a press conference. 

The chief said he didn’t know 
if charges would be levied 
against driver John Lane be¬ 
cause of the bogus tale.

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Sheriff's view after 7 days 


‘ fi hey had a dreadful experience 7 


Seven days after Jackson County was 
thrust into a week of space odyssey by 
reports of flying saucers and weird crea¬ 
tures, County Sheriff Fred Diamond said 
he has no “private or public" opinion 
about whether the reports are true or 
false. 

"The responsibility of the sheriff's 
department is not to prove people right 
or wrong in their complaints," Diamond 
said. "It is our responsibility to use all 
available resources to investigate com¬ 
plaints—and that has been our objective 
during the past week." 

In an interview on Wednesday, Sheriff 
Diamond gave a step-by-step account of 
his department's activities since 11 p.m. 
last Thursday when two area men told 
a mystery-book story of having been lifted 
aboard a space ship as they fished on the 
Pascagoula River. That report—a week 
ago today—was the first of more than 
2,000 calls that jammed the switchboard 
at Sheriff Diamond's office. Most of the 
calls were from news reporters from 
around the world, but dozens were from 
area citizens who also wanted to report 
the spotting of an Unidentified Flying 
Object-(UFO). 

“I feel it is important that the public 
fully understand the sheriff depart¬ 
ment’s role and our position in this situa¬ 
tion," Diamond said. 

He gave this account of what has taken 
place: 

"ft was about 11 p.m. last Thursday 
(Oct. 11) when the call came in from 
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Charles Hickson and Calvin Parker. I was 
in the docket room at the time, but Deputy 
Glenn Ryder took the call. Mr. Hickson 
and Mr. Parker told Glenn what they had 
experienced. They said they were taken 
aboard a spaceship, examined for about 
40 minutes and released unharmed. 

"Glenn listened. He got what details he 
could over the phone and told the two men 
to wait where they were until he picked 
them up. When the men arrived at the 
sheriffs office, the very first thing they 
asked for was a lie detector test. They 
said they hesitated to call the autorities 
because they feared their story would not 
cr n n oj r-j-o 70 u v> o ->crq m 
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be believed. They were frightened. They 
wanted help. They said they just had to 
tell their experience to someone. 

“For several hours that night we lis¬ 
tened to what both men had to say. We 
questioned them separately. Then, we 
placed them together in a room and 
monitored their conversation. Their 
stories—told individually and 
together—were the same. To them, their 
experience was real. They showed it emo¬ 
tionally. 

“Our objective was to hear the men out 
To listen to their complaint—in the same 
way we would listen and investigate any 


complaint. It is not our job to prove people 
right or wrong, and throughout this situa¬ 
tion the efforts of the sheriff's department 
was to check out, as best we could in a 
case like this, what these men said hap¬ 
pened to them. 

“In a case such as this, there is always 
a great deal of public speculation about 
what really happened. The sheriff’s 
department has no private or public opin¬ 
ion about w hat really happened. Our posi¬ 
tion when we received the complaint was 
that Mr. Hitkson and Mr. Parker were „ 
citizens asking for help. And, we tried to 1 
help as best we could. . 

“We have received reports of UFOs j 
throughout the week. The phones have 
been busy 24 hours a day. I estimate that , 
we have received more than 2.000 calls 
from news reporters from around the 
world wanting information and from 
people in the area who wanted to report 
a sighting. The calls came in from every 
comer of the United States. 

“Throughout this situation we made 
every attempt to bring the federal govern¬ 
ment into the case. The Air Force, which 
until 19G9 had the responsibility for 
reported UFOs, told us that there was 
nothing they could do unless human life . 
was in danger. 

“It is certainly unfortunate that the ] 
situation occurred. Unfortunate for Mr. * 
Hickson and Mr. Parker who underwent 
d dreadful experience of some kind—an 
experience that was very real to them. * 
And, it has been unfortunate for our entir e 
community because the situation h?is - 
caused a great deal of concern.” i

(AP)-A For¬ 
rest County constable says he 
chased an unidentified Dying 
object for over 30 miles, "hoping 
it would land so I could see if 
anybody got out.” 

Constable Charlie Delk of Petal 
said the chase was interrupted 
when his automobile and police 
radio mysteriously went dead, 
then "started up again like 
nothing was wrong.” 


DjfTsaid he chased the object 
through pine forests and swamps 
in Jones and Forrest Cotlnties, 
but lost sight of it when it “did a 
double flip and disappeared. 

“I’m 45 years old and I’ve 
never seen anything like it,” Delk 
said. “It wasn't any playtoy.” 

The constable said he went to a 
Petal address to investigate calls 
from residents who were 
frightened by a bright light in file 


sky. 

“When I got there, I spotted it 
up over Petal High School,” he 
said. “It looked like an old-timey 
wind-up top with yellow tights all 
the way around it. 

“I followed it up to the Jones- 
Forrest County line. It slowed 
down over a field and some lights 
came out the side. They looked 
sort of like blow torches. 


“Then it went back north. I 
followed it five miles and it went 
toward the Tallahalla Swamp.

The glasses which were 
incited and slightly twisted bear 
pit marks which Dr. Rutledge 
said resemble craters caused 
by bubbles coming from the 
inside of the plastic to the 
surface end then bursting. 

lie said two major tests will 
be made on the glasses' 
frames—a test for .residues 
performed by the Law- 
Enforcement Assistance 
Council Crime Lab at the 
university and a nuclear 
flourescence test for 
raiioactivity which he wilt 
conduct. 

Dr. Rutledge said he would 
also study the pattern of 
damage to the frames in detail 
under a microscope and test an 
undamaged portion of . the 
frame to see if he can 
reconstruct the damage pat¬ 
tern. 

He said the tests should be 
completed within three to five 
days. 

Dr. Rutledge pointed out that 
there have been reports of 
events similar to that ex¬ 
perienced by Mr. Webb where a 
ball of light has struck a person 
in the forehead. He also said 
that the turnip or top - shaped 
object is one of the most 
frequently reported shapes for 
UFOs along with disc and cigar 
shapes.

Cole Barnhill and his wife, Letha, 
thought their house was on fire 
when they awakened by the 
bowling of their dogs at 6:10 a.m. 
Saturday, Oct. 6 . "The light was so 
bright with a real red glow you 
could have read a book in the 
bedroom," said Cole who explained 
that it was still dark outside. 

After jumping out of bed and 
discovering that their house was 
not on fire, they looked out the 
window, thinking that a neighbor’s 
bouse was on fire. To their sur¬ 
prise, they saw a round, red object 
"like a full moon but much 
brighter," said Cole, hanging in the 
sky. 

Cole explained that the object 
was Just below the treetops and not ■ 
more than 65 or 70 yards from their 
window. “And it wasn't the moon 
either," explained his 
wife,"because we could sec the 
moon over in a different direc¬ 
tion” 

Both said they watched it for 
some 15 or 20 seconds and "then it 
just disappeared - blinked out - just 
like turning off a light," said Cole. 
He explained that even thoufdi it 
glowed brightly they were able to 
look at it. The degree of brightness 
was emphasized by the fact that, 


after the object disappeared, 
"everything looked awfully dark 
even though we have nine vapor 
lights outside our house," said Cole. 

Although none of the Barnhill’s 
neighbors saw anything, Heyward 
Byrd, who lives in the Byrdtown 
Community, was driving to his job 
at Sonoco around 6:15 a.m.' that 
morning and saw something “like 
a light or fire"oyer a hill, near 
Antioch School. Thinking it might 
be a fire, he hurried to the top of the 
hill in his car and then saw a round, 
bright object-“like the moon,but 
much brighter” in the sky. 

Byrd said that the object was off 
to the right of the red light on top of 
the Carolina Power & Light 
Company plant at Lake Robinson.

Gibsonville Police Officer Steve 
Montgomery stationed his mobile radar 
unit on Highway 100 late Wednesday 
night about one-half mile south of the 
city limits. 

He was expecting to clock some of the 
speeders who frequently careen down 
that stretch of highway. 

But instead the radar picked up what 
Montgomery believes was an uniden¬ 
tified flying object. 

Montgomery told the Daily Times- 
News Friday that sometime between 
11:30 p.m. and midnight Wednesday, he 
noticed the dial on his patrol car s radar 
unit acting “kind of funny.'* 

*‘The needle was jumping and the 
machine went haywire," Montgomery 
recalls. 

Montgomery said he got out of the car 
to check the radar unit. It was then that 
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he noticed a "right large light in the 
sky.” 

The object appeared to be a pulsing red 
light, he said. The police officer watched 
the light a few minutes, while it hovered 
over the road. Then it disappeared. 

If Montgomery had any doubts about 
what he saw Wednesday night, they were 
dispelled about 4 a.m. Friday morning. 
He saw the object again while on patrol 
in the same area. 

Montgomery wasn't alone in spotting 
the UFO. There are reports from some 
Gibsonville residents on Homestead 
Street who say they saw the object 
Thursday night. Montgomery ami the 
Homestead Street residents are keeping 
a look out for the UFO every night now. 

*'i don't really know what it was, but 
I'm a firm believer in UFO's," 
Montgomery said. 

The police officer, a member of the 
Gibsonville force for about two and a 
half months, can take comfort in the fact 
that his sighting is part of a rash of calls 
local taw enforcement personnel have 
been receiving about UFO's. 

Alamance County Sheriff John H. 
Slockard says his department has been 
flooded in the last few days with 
reported sightings of UFO's, especially 
on the second and third shifts. 

Slockard didn’t express any opinion on 
the sightings, but said ''everyone's 
description is different." Yet a woman 
In Stockard's own office—a dis- 
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patchcr-claims to have seen a "huge 
thing, round-shaped with red lights 
around if in Swcpsonville Thursday 
night between 11:10 and 11:30 p.m. 
Thai's approximately the same time that 
Montgomery spotted his pulsing red 
light. 

The woman, who asked that her name 
not be used, said she was driving through 
Swcpsonville on the way home when she 
saw the object hovering over her car. 

The craft departed suddenly and the 
woman dispatcher drove home to tell her 
family. She and her daughter returned to 
where the object was sighted, but it wa3 
gone. 

"I don't know what to think about it. 
Everyone thinks I'm craty." she said 
later w ith an air of resignation. "My hus¬ 
band thought I was crazy." 

As a dispatcher, the woman said she 
had taken calls from people—some 
calm, others extremely excited—who 
had also seen CFO's. 

The calls have come in from such 
diverse locations in the county as Sax- 
apahaw. Graham, Haw River and near 
Holly Hill Mall. 

So far, local law enforcement officials 
are not getting too excited about the fin¬ 
dings, despite reports from other areas 
in Piedmont and the South where police 
officers report seeing CFO's. As recent¬ 
ly as Wednesday, Sheriff James Taylor 
of Mt. Airy and 60 other Surry County 
residents repotted seeing a toul of six 
UFO's in the Ararat River area. 

But most local officials here are 
generally reacting to CFO citings with 
skepticism. 

Some strongly infer that the citings 
are just a mild form of mass hysteria, 
perhaps induced by the publicity CFO's 
are receiving in the national media. 

Guilford County Sheriff Paul Gibson, 
who says his department hasn't received 
any of the CFO reports, summed up the 
skepticism: ::0nce that stuff starts, it 
spreads, doesn't it?"
